It was agreed that claiming "the sequence" would overcome the portion of the 
rejection made with respect to the "a sequence" phrase. Further, it was discussed that Applicant should provide 
evidence of written description of those sequences 85% similar to the sequences of SEQ ID NOS: 1 and 4 that have 
the claimed function: modulation of transcriptional activation with or without collaboration with nuclear hormone 
receptor transcriptional co-activator. The specification appears to describe sequences that funciton with NRC, a 
nuclear hormone receptor transcriptional co-activator. Applicant was asked to point to portions of the specification that 
support the description of seuqences that funciton without NRC. Narrowing the scope of the claim may overcome the 
rejection based upon the Tang reference upon reconsideration of the previously filed declaration under 37 CFR 1 .1 31 . 
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
